T is evident that Matrimony i is founded up upon 
an original Contra, rue the e makes

following Paper. 
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over the Right ſhe has by the Law. of Nature 
to the Concubitus vagus, in favour of the Huſ- 
band; by which he acquires the Property of all 
her Poſterity. But then the Obligation is mutual: 
And where the Contract is broken on one Side, 
it ceaſes to bind on the other. Where there is 
a Right, there muſt be a Power to maintain it, 
and to puniſh the offending hed This Power 
I affirm to be that Original Right, or rather 
that indiſpenſable Duty of Cuckoldom, oe 
in all Wives, in the Caſes above-mentioned. No 
Wife is bound by any Law to which her- ſelf has 
not conſented: All Oeconomical Government is 
lodg'd originally in the Husband and Wife, the 
executive Part being in the Husband ; both have 
their Privileges ſecur'd to them by Law and 
Reaſon; but will any Man infer from the Huſ- 
band's being inveſted with the executive Power, 
that the Wife is depriv d of her Share, and that 
which is the Principal Branch of it, the original 
Right of Cuckoldom ? And that ſhe has no Re- 
medy left but Preces & Lacryme, or an A 
to a ſupreme Court of Judicature? No leſs frivo- 
lous are the Arguments that. are drawn from 
the general Appellations and Terms of Husband 
and Wits : A Husband denotes feveral different 
Sorts of Magiſtracy, according to the Uſages and 
Cuſtoms of different Climates and Countries, In 
_ ſome Eaſtern Nations it fignifies a Tyrant, with 
the abſolote Power of Life and Death: In Thrkey 
it denotes an Arbitrary Governor, with Power 
of perpetual Impriſonment: In 1zaly it gives the 
Husband the Power of Poiſon and Padlocks ho 
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the Countries of England, France and Holland, it 


has a quite different Meaning, implying a free 
and equal Goyernment, ſecuring to the Wife in 
certain Caſes the Liberty of Cuckoldom, and 
the Property of Pin- money, and ſeparate Main- 
tenance. So that the Arguments drawn from the 
Terms of Husband and Wife are fallacious, and 
by no means fit to ſupport a tyrannical Doctrine, 
as that of abſolute unlimited Chaſtity, and con- 


Jugal Fidelity. 
Tux general Exhortations to Chaſtity in 
Wives are meant only for Rules in ordinary Ca- 
ſes, but they naturally ſuppoſe the three Con- 
ditions of Ability, Juſtice and Fidelity in the 
Husband; ſuch an unlimited, uncondition d Fide- 
lity in the Wife could never be ſuppos d by rea- 
ſonable Men; it ſeems a Reflection upon the 
Ch——ch, to charge her with Doctrines that 
countenance Oppreſſion. 4 , = 
TEISs Doctrine of the original Right of Cuck- 
oldom is congruous to the Law of Nature, which 
is ſuperior to all human Laws, and for that I 
dare appeal to all Wives: It is much to the Ho- 
nour of our Ezghſs Wives, that they bave never 
given up that fundamental Point; and that tho 
in former Ages they were muffled up in Darkneſs 
and Superſtition, yet that Notion ſeem'd engra- 
ven on their Minds, and the Impreſſion ſo ftrongs 


chat nothing could impair it. 
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To aſſert the Illegality of Cuckoldom, upon 
any Pretence whatſoever, were to caſt odious 
n the married State, to blacken the 
neceſſary Means of perpetuating Families: ſuch 
Laws can never be ſuppos d to have been deſignd 
to defeat the very End of Matrimony, the Pro- 

gation. of Mankind. I call them neceſſary 
Means, for in many Caſes what other Means are 
left? Such a Doctrine wounds the Honour of 
Families, unſettles the Titles to Kingdoms, Ho- 
nours and Eſtates; for if the Actions from which 
ſuch Settlements ſpring were illegal, all that is 
built upon them muſt be ſo too; but the laſt 
is abſurd, therefore the firſt muſt be fo likewiſe. 
What is the Cauſe that Europe groans, at preſent, 
under the heavy Load of a cruel and expenſive 
War, but the tyrannical Cuſtom of -a certain 
Nation, and the ſcrupulous Nicety of a' filly 
Quean, in not exerciſing this indiſpenſable Duty 
of Cuckoldom, whereby the Kingdom might have 
had an Heir, and a controverted Succeſſion might 
have been avoided ? Theſe are the Effects of the 
narrow Maxims of your Clergy, That one muſt 


vot do Evil, that Good may come it. 


Tur Aſſertors of this indefeaſible Right, and 
Fus Divinum of Matrimony, do all in their Hearts 


favour Gallants, and the Pretenders to matried 
Women ; for if the true legal Foundation of the 
married State be once ſapp'd, and inſtead thereof 
tyrannical Maxims introduc d, what muſt ow

In the Firſt Chapter of his excellent Treatiſe, 


he reaſons Philoſophically concerning the Nature 
of the Soul of Man, and thoſe Qualities which 


render it ſuſceptible of Lyes. He ſuppoſes the

Soul to be of the Nature of a Plano-Cylinarical 


Speculum, or Looking-Glaſs; that the plain Side 


was made by God Almighty, but that the Devil 
afterwards wrought the other Side into a Cylin- 
drical Figure. "The lain Side repreſents Objects 


juſt as they are; and the Cylindrical Side, by the 
Rules of Catoptricks, muſt needs repreſent true 


Objects falſe, and falſe Objects true: But the 
Cylindrical Side being much the larger Surface, 
takes in a greater Compaſs of viſual Rays. That 
upon the Cylindrical Side of the Soul of Man, 
depends the whole Art and Succeſs of Political 
Lying. The Author, in this Chapter, proceeds to 
reaſon. upon the Qualities of the Mind: As its pe- 


culiar FondneG of the Malicious and the Miracu- 


lous. The Tendency of the Soul towards the 
Malicious, ſprings from Self- love, or a Pleaſure 
to find Mankind more wicked, baſe, or unfor- 
tunate, than ourſelves. The Deſign of the Mira- 
culbut, proceeds from the Inactivity of the Soul, 
or its Incapacity to be moved or delighted with. 
any thing that is vulgar or common. The Au- 


thor having eſtabliſh'd the Qualities of the Mind, 
upon which his Art is I he proceeds, 15 
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IN his Second Chapter, te treat of the Natur- 
of Political Lying ; which he defines to be, The 
Art of convintive: the People 1 Salutary Falſhoods, 

for ſome good End. He calls it an Art, to di- 
ſtiuguiſh it from that of telling Truth, which 
does not ſeem to want Art; but then he would 
have this underſtood only as to the Inv emion, be- 
cauſe there is indeed more Art neceſſaty to con- 
vince the People of a Salatary Truth, than a 
Salatary Falſhood. Then he proceeds to prove, 
that there are Salutary Falſhoods, of which he 
gives a great many Inftatices; both before and 
after the Revolution; and demenſtrates or” 
that we could not have carried on the War fo 
long, without ſeveral of thoſe Salutaty Falſhoods. 
He gives Rules to calculate the Value of a Poli- 
_ Zical Lye; in Pounds, Shillings, and Pence. By 
Good, he does not mean that which if 4bſolately 
ſo, but what appvars ſo to the Artiſt;-which's a 
ſufficient Ground for him to proceed upon; ind 
he diſtinguiſhes the Good, as it commonly is, into 

Bonum utile, dulce & honeſtum. He ſhews you, 
that there are Political Lyes of a mix d Nature, 
which include all the Three in different Reſpects: 
That the Driie reigns” generally about the Ex- 
change, the Dulce and Honeſtum at the Weſtmin- 
ſter End of the Town: One Man ſpreads a Lye 
to ſell or buy Sroc to greater Advantage; a 
ſecond, becauſe it is honourable to ſerve his Party; 
and a third, becauſe it is ſweet to gratify his Ne- 
— Having explain d the ſeveral” Terms of 
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I bis Third Chapter, to treat of the Lauful- 
neſs of Political Lying; which he deduges from 
its true and genuine Principles, by enquiring into 


tie ſeveral Rights that Mankind have to Trusb. 


He ſhews, that᷑ the People have a Right to private 
Trath from their Neighbours, and @conomicat . 
Truth from their own Family, that they ſhould 
not be abuſed by their Wives, Children, and 
Servants; but that they have no Right at all to 
Political Truth : That the People may as well all 
retend to be Lords of Manors, and poſſeſs great 
ſtates, as to have Truth told them in Matters ot 
Government. The Author with great Judg- 
ment, ſtates the ſeveral Shares of Mankind in this 
Matter of Truth, according to their ſeveral Ca- 
pacities, Dignities and Profeſſions; and ſhews 
you, that Children have hardly, any Share at all 
in conſequence of which, they have very ſeldom 
any Truth told them. It maſt be ow] d, that 
the Author, in this Chapter, has ſome ſeeming

The Adaitory gives to a great Man a larger Share 
of Reputation than belongs to him, to enable 
him to ſerve ſome good End or Purpoſe. The 
Detractory or Defamatory, is a Lye which takes 
from a Great Man the Reputation that juſtly be- 
longs to him, for fear he ſhould uſe it to the 
Detriment of the Publick. The Tranſlatory is a 
Lye that transfers the Merit of a Man's good 
Action to another who is in himſelf more de- 
ſerving; or, transfers the Demerit of a bad 13

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from the true Author, to a Perſon who is in 


himſelf leſs deſerving. He gives ſeveral Inſtances 


of very great Strokes in all the Three Kinds, 


eſpecially in the laſt, when it was neceſſary for tùlne 


Good of the Publick to beſtow the Valour and 


Conduct of one Man upon Snotber, and that of 
many to one Man, nay, even, upon a good Oc- 


caſion, a Man may be robb'd of his Victory by 
a Perſon that did not command in the Action. 
The reſtoring and deſtroying the Publick, may 
be aſcrib'd to Perſons who had no hand in either? 
The Author exhorts all Gentlemen Practitioners 


to exerciſe themſelves in the Tranſlarory, becauſe 


the Exyſtence of the Things themſelves being vi- 


fible; and not demanding any Proof, chere wants 


nothing to be put upon the Publick, but a falſe 
Aut bor, or a falſe Cauſe; which is no great 
Preſumption upon the Credulity of Mankind, to 


whom the ſecret Springs of Things are for be 


moſt part unknown.
